'Modaber during the summer of 1957* Subject merely passed through 
Munich at that time in the company of one Lady Mabel BERRY who was 
allegedly the widow of a prominent English physician* Lady BERRY 
was apparently an old friend of Subject's mother. At that time 
KRALJEVYC stated that he had been in England for approximately one 
year studying, and he stated further that he expected shortly to go 
into the Yugoslav Army. The next occasion that Subject was in Munich 
was on 31 December 195? • At that time Subject was in a Yugoslav Army 
uniform and it is believed that he was a non-commissioned officer. 


' : B* "Late in the summer of 1958, Subject again returned to Munich 
and advised Identity that he had been with the Sugoslav Forces attached 
to UNEF (United Nations Emergency Force) in the Gaza Strip* He mentioned 
in conversation at this time also that he had been in Beirut and Cairo 
on leave during the period of his service with the Yugoslav Army in the 
Gaza Strip.
